PROTECTION ABROAD- 


The Department of State has received 


information from Mr. White, the Ameri- 
can Minister at Berlin, of the favorable 


the German Government in n 


of importance and interest to 


German-American citizens of the United 
States, Carl Gerhard 
Boisselier, 
a 


native of Germany, became a citizen 
of the United States by naturalization 
in 1848, and subsequently, while resid- 
ing in St. Lonis, had two sons, one 
bom in 1852 and the other in 
1851. 


While thesa boys wire minors the father 
returned to Germany, taking them with 
him; but befro they became of age the 
sons returned to St. Louis, where they 
havo ever since continued to reside. 
For the last three years the father has 
been subject to various annoyances by 
the local authorities of Germany because 
of the refusal of the young men, whose 
names are Richard Warner Boisselier 
and Casper Derthare Boisselier, to re- 
port themselves for enrolment in the 
German army. These annoyances as- 
sumed the shape of threats of prosecu- 
tion and the imposition of penalties 
under the Gorman military law, and 
their enforcement against the property 
of the elder Boisslier in 
Germany. 


These proceedings finally culminated 
in a process served upon the father 
stating that unless the sons should ap- 
pear in court on the second day of July, 
1879, they would b«» prosecuted under 
the penal law of Germany, and certain 
property of the father would be confis- 
cated to the State. 


The attention of Mr. Evearts having 


been called to this case on the 30th of 
May lost he promptly instructed onr 
Minister at Berlin to bring this subject 
to the attention of the Imperial Govern- 
ment and to express in strong terms 
the earnest desire of the American Gov- 
ernment that any proceedings which 
might be contemplated in regard to the 
property of the elder Boisselier, based 
on the refusal of his sous to submit to 
the demand for military service, might 
at once be put an end to. The result of 
the emphatic and decisive action taken 
by Mr. Evarts was a decision in favor 
of the Boisseliers. 


The position of Minister to England 


i« considered the most important of our 
foreign offices and, as a rule, great rare 
is taken in the section of the person to 
fill that post, and the country feeli a 
deep interest in 
the 
appointment. 


Minister Welsh's successor has not. yet 
been named, and the President has 
given out no intention of the probable 
nominee. The chances are that he will 
select some good man to represent' us 
at the court of St. James. We notice 
that the New York Herald which first 
suggested Gen. Grant, now recom- 
mends the appointment of John Jacob 
Astor. There is some talk of ex-Gov- 
ernor Fenton, of Now York, and the 
intimation is made that Mr. Fenton's 
familiarity with the silver question will 
be taken into consideration as a chief 
reason for his appointment to suc- 
ceed Mr. Welsh as minister to England. 
Indeed it is authoritatively said that 
onr next representative at the Court of 
St. James must be a diplomat who is 
skilled in this great financial matter and 
one also capable of conducting the deli- 
cate negotiations likely to rise out of 
the complications in the fishery ques- 
tion. 


THE NEXT SILVER 
CON- 


FERENCE. 


Official letters have been received 


from the United States Minister at Ber- 
lin which leave no doubt that* in the 
proposed next international conference 
on the subject of restoring silver to nu 
equal relation with gold ns money of 
account, after the determination of the 
equitable interchangeable rate of the 
two metals, Germany will unite with 
this country and take a leading part in 
the consideration of this important 
question. It will be remembered that 
in the Silver Conference nt Paris last 
August Germany was not represented 
the Government of that country declin- 
ing to participate. The action of Ger- 
many in now receding from this position 
is regarded as quite significant. By 
virtue of a law of the last Congress the 
State Department is authorized 'to ex- 
pend $20,000 in the further elucidation 
of the subject of international bi-metal- 
ism, and the action of Germany will 
doubtless prompt Mr. Evarts to »ame 
at an early day a set of commissioners 
to renew what was attempted by the 
Paris Conference last year. 


Without going any further, without 


hearing one argument the Sncrnmento 
Bee thinks' it is sufficient for a man 
of common sense to look at the por- 
traits of Glenn,and Perkins, to decide 
him unmistakably in favor of the latter.

From M. E. F. Coffin, who came 


down from Cornucopia yesterday, we 
learn that last Saturday the west cross- 
cut on the 800-foot level of the Leopard 
struck the main ore body or ledge 198 
feet south of the shaft and fifty feet 
south of what is known as the north 
ore body. Where the cross-cut first 
struck the vein it was only four inches 
in width but in running ten feet 
south it increased to fully two feet of 
solid ore. Assays from the pulp sam- 
ples from all of the rock taken out in 
tanning that distance average $102,00 
in silver.
